WASHINGTON—(UP) — The 
Justice Department is looking into 
the landlord protest “strike” 
against rent control, Attorney 
General Tom C. Clark said last’ 
night. 

Clark revealed that he has in- 
structed al! United States district) 
attorneys to examine “with care” 
the so-called “Tulsa Plan” and de- 
termine whether there might be: 
@ conspiracy to violate the renf 
ect “or any other applicable stat- 
ute.” 

The attorneys were instructed 
to present the facts to Federal 
grand juries immediately if there 
appeared to be any violation, 
Clark said. 

The “Tulsa Plan” was originated 
last week when members of the 
Tulsa Property Owners Associa-| 
tion withdrew their property from | 
the rental market and gave 60-day 
eviction notices to tenants. The. 
pian later spread to other cities. | 
' Rent Director Tighe E. Woods! 
has already announced that he. 
will seek injunctions to stop the 
wholesale evictions ff landlords 
refuse to withdraw their eviction 
notices. 

President Truman called  the'| 
plan a poor approach and re-| 
marked that he did not think the! 
landlords would get away with it. | 

Woods indicated that he will 
base his legal fight on the assump- 
tion that landlords who band to- 
gether to withdraw their property | 
from the rental market are not 
acting “in good faith” as required 
bry the rent law. 

That law allows a landlord to 
withdraw his property from the 
market. But it requires that the 
action must be taken “in good 
faith” ahd provides that property 
withdrawn can not be rented again 
while rent controls are in effect. |

plan” for mass evictions in pro-4 
test against rent control has spread | 
to Chicago—but a judge says it 
won't work. | 

Some . 750 Chicago landlords 
who said they own 98,000 Chicago 
rental units voted overwhelmingly 
Friday night to withdraw their 
property from the rental market. 

However, Chief Justice Edward 
S. Scheffler, of Municipal] Court, | 
said yesterday that any such mass 
movement of owners “would indi- 
cate they were not acting in good 
faith as required by law.” He said 
the courts would “take all steps to. 
halt any such mass eviction move- 
ment.” | : 

William Schmidt, President of 
the Chicago Chapter of the Prop- 
erty Owners’ Association of 
America, urged the landlords to 
send out eviction notices immedi- | 
ately with an effective date of 
March 31. 

Jack A. Rosen, Executive Sec- 
retary of the Chicago Tenants’ 
Federation. telegraphed Illinois 
Sens. Scott Lucas and Paul Doug- 
las urging repeal of the portion of 
the rent law that permits land- 
lords to withdraw their property 
from the rental market. 

A property owners’ group in 
Tulsa has ordered mass eviction 
of tenants within 60 days.

Farm Housing Bills 
Aimed at Scrapping 


Southern Shacks 


WASHINGTON — (/) — Both 
houses of Con now have a 
farm housing before them. 
While the po sn doesn’t say so, 
it is meant primarily for the South, 
where the low-income farmer has 
for years had to do with makeshift 
living conditions. 

The bill, introduced by two 
Alabamians, Sen. Sparkman and 
Rep. Jones, would do away with 
the shacks and in their place 
erect homes with such comforts as 
toilets and running water. 


The measure doesn’t stop there. 
It also includes buildings were the 
farmers could store their crops. 

It purposely was introduced 
separately from any genera] hous 
ing bill so the added benefits of 
outbuildings could be included. 


Both Sparkman and Jones have 
worked hard on the bill, spending 
many hours in consultation with 
agriculture department officials, 
and in research. 

They feel, like all the southern 
delegations in Congress, that the 
South is moving ahead rapidly and 
that housing has been a problem 
long enough. 


Rep. Che of Stone Mountain, 
Ga., will become one of the busi- 
est men on Capitol Hill in a few 
days. He has been named chair 
man of a District of Columbia Sub- 
committee handling public servi 
streets and traffic. Firemen 
police are included under the head- 
ing.

Jarman served long on the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
and Latin America was his strong 
point. He understands the Latins. 
He likes them and he believes they 
like him. He has had a wonderful 
time on his trips to the countries 
‘to the South.

“If you don’t stop fooling around 
with this foreign business, you're 
going to lose out in Congress.” He 
did. But Jarman mar now be 
stepping up.

For 
in placing the proper perspective 
on this, he believes, puts ane in a 
better position to tackle the prob- 
lem.

‘sound and fair policy of dealing 
with motor vehicle taxes and high- 
way expenditures, and we want a 
modern system of motor vehicle 
laws, efficiently administered.” 

Crossley, pointing out that the 
State Department of Public Works 
has estimated that nearly a third 
of New York’s highway system is 
‘worn out and hazardous, asserted 
‘that in the three post-war years 
‘beginning in 1946, only about 
| $174,000,000 had been spent on 
‘roads. In the same period, he adda- 
‘ed, the State has collected $383,- 
000,000 in gasoline’ taxes and li- 
cense fees. 

In 1946, Crossley said, the State 
adopted an $840,000,000 roads pro- 
‘gram that was to have been com- 
pleted by 1951. To date, work on 
‘the program 
‘slowly that 
‘completion of even this inadequate 
program until 1963,” Crossley 
| maintained. 
| A short time after the program 
was adopted, Joseph H. Sells, for- 
mer State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works, recommended to Dewey | 
that New York spend $2,000,000,-' 
000 on its roads by 1960, Crossley 
said. But Dewey merely accepted 
that proposal and never acted, the 
Club official added. 

Besides urging “immediate re- 
‘habilitation and improvement” of 
ithe State’s roads, the Club urged 
establishment of a special legisla- 
‘tive committee to survey highway 
needs and to make mandatory rec- 
ommendations concerning high- 
‘way repair, construction and de- 
velopment. 

Among the other legislative bills 
advanced by .the Club in its pack- 
age are: 
| 1. A $10 registration fee for all 
/passenger cars, a uniform fee of $5' 
|for half-year registrations, and 
elimination of quarter-year regis- 
trations. The Club pointed out that.

3. Repeal of that section of the 
State tax law which enables cities 
‘land counties to levy a use tax on 
‘motor vehicles and a sales tax on 
gasoline. 
| 4. Investigate to determine if a 
ireduction can be made from the: 
'50-cent toll charged on facilities of 
the Port of New York Authority, | 
such as bridges and tunnels. | 
| §. Adoption of permanent license | 
plates. 

_ 6. Free, periodic inspection of all | 
‘registered motor vehicles at State- 
operated stations. 

7. Legislation requiring specific 
safety features on all new autos 
sold and registered in the State.

was the big saving factor. The 
feeling of doing something to 
help each other gave us a tre- 
mendous satisfaction, and helped 
us to think less of our own 
hunger and hardships. 


Consulting the American doc- 
tors, we determined which pris- 
oners were more in need of food 
than others, and we arranged to 
divide the food in such a way 
that they could have a little 
extra. 


Naturally, there was plenty of 
time for reflection and ample op- 
portunity to arrive at some very 
difficult conclusions. I am sure 


| that I speak for the big majority 
| of prisoners when I say that as 
| a result of long starving, abuse, 
' and humiliation, we came home 


better citizens than we were 


| before. 


When a starving man volun- 


| tarily gives up. some of his piti- 


ful little portion of food to a 


| fellow prisoner, something has 
| happened to that man.

Starving Learned Neighborliness 


got a great deal out of jt. I think 
nearly everybody did. 

We learned the true meaning 
of neighborliness. If we had not 
learned these things, it would 
have been an invariability of 
bickering and even hatred. 


When men are cooped up 16 to 
a room 14 feet wide and 20 feet 
long where they have to eat, 
sleep, and live 24 hours a day, 
they are really going to learn to 
get along together, or else. 

It was only natural that we 
should reminisce a great deal on 
our home life. We were able to 
analyze the American way of 
life, noting its faults and good 
points. Many of us decided we 
were going to do whatever was 


in our power to do to eliminate | 


the faults, if we ever got home 
again. 

In November of 1944, we 
reached our lowest point physi- 
cally. During the previous four 
months, the average loss of 
weight had been five pounds 
per man. To the men who were 
already starving, this was alarm- 
ing. Some weighed only 85 
pounds. Rations were being re- 
duced. 

Facing our fourth Winter 
without heat of any kind at the 
barracks, we took a dim view of 
the future. At that point, we 
were startled one morning to 
see a truck running over the 
loaded with Red 
Cross food. A few minutes later 
another truck arrived. Everyone, 
of course, had to count the pack-

going to go. Before the end of 
the day, so much food had come 
in that we had given up count- 
ing. When the final total was 
made (allowing for the cups 
that the Nips were sure to take) 
we concluded that there were 
12 eight-pound packages in 
American food for every prison- 
er in camp. 

Contrary to their usual cus- 
tom, the Nips allowed a com- 
mittee of prisoners to control 
the issue of the packages. Get- 
ting our first package the day 
before Thanksgiving, we 
stretched them out until the end 
of May. I am firmly convinced 
that those 96 pounds of Ameri- 
can food were for most of us 
the difference between life and 
death. 

That food was purchased by 
the American people through 
their voluntary contributions. 
Its packaging and shipment to 
us was made possible by the Red 
Cross. 

About a year ago when I was 
asked to serve as a voluntary 
recruiter with the Atlanta Red 
Cross blood donor campaign, I 
welcomed the opportunity be- 
cause I felt that this was an op- 
portunity to repay the Red Cross 
and the American people for 
my life. I cannot point to any 
individual who saved my life, 
but what better way could I 
find to try to repay the debt. 

Blood contributed to the Red 
Cross is for anyone who needs 
it. It is given by a neighbor to 
a neighbor. The donor receives 
no material reward, but when 
he stops to think of a sick child 
in a hospital, an injured neigh- 
bor, and knows that his blood 
will be used to save a life, he 
wants no material award. He 
knows of no more supreme sat- 
isfaction that can be gotten from 
giving to help civilization. A 
pint of my blood carried through 
the veiris of some neighbor is 
ample reward for me. 

Unfortunately, the Atlanta 


Blood Center is not able to meet | 


all the demands for blood. There 
are times when the shortage of 
donors is 


very disheartening. 


We feel that reluctance is due, 
| more than anything else, to a 

lack of understanding on the 
part of the people. 

The urgent need continues for 
quotas now are much higher 
than they were during the war. 
The patriotic urge is character- 
istic of war time, and in its 
nlace now there must be-~ the 
urge of neighborliness. This is a 
community project. It exempli- 
ties the ideal for which we 
fought. 

We have told the world over 
and over that this is the kind of 
thing for which we stand. The 
world will believe us when we 
show them we practice those 
ideals. 

I have never had a home. I 
was born and raised in the Ma- 
rine Corps. In my travels I 
have seen places which appealed 
to me in one way or another, but 
my travels are over. I have 
found a home in Atlanta. I se- 
lected it as the place where I 
wanted to spend the rest of my 
life. I selected it because I like 
the climate. and most of all, be- 
cause I like the people. And, I 
do not believe that the people of 
Atlanta, once they understand 
the vital importance of the 
Blood Center, will fail to support 
it.

‘MUST RAISE SELF BY BOOTSTRAPS' — 


~ Negro Educator's Book 
Is Race Relations ‘Must’ 


By ALBERT RILEY 


One of the leaders of the Negro race, Dr. Joseph Winthrop Holley, 
hes written a book for everyone, white and black, interested in| 


i 


improving race relations, North and South. | 


Dr. Holley, founder and long- 
time President of the Georgia Nor- 
mal College, a Negro school at Al- 
bany, has chosen the title of “You 
no Build a Chimney From the 


The title of the book itself sums 
wp the views of an experienced 
educator and minister of the Gos- 
pel, who believes that the Negro 
must raise himself up by his own 
bootstraps before he can deserve 
the equality of treatment so loudly 
demanded now by Negro radicals 
and Northern white liberals. 

Dr. Holley was born on a planta- 
tion in South Carolina, the son of 
slaves. His book is an autobiogra- 
phy, and in it he points to the tre- 
mendous progress Negroes have 
made in the span of his ewn life- 
time, through education, and he 
elings to the belief that the South- 
ern white people were, and are, 
the best friends Negroes have. Dr. 
Holley’s theory is that the pro- 
| eannot be hurried, 

t must come slowly and with 
separate but equal education. 

“You eannot legislate tolerance,” 
he points out, and “the more haste, 
the less speed.”” Again, he says of 
his own race that “it is difficult to’ 
see how we can avoid having Jim 
Crow laws as long as we have Jim 
Crow people.” 

Dr. Holley has devoted his life 
te helping members of his race 
raise themselves by their own 
bootstraps, as he did, to a level of 
enlightenment and respect. 

Dr. Holley brands Fair Employ- 
ment Practice Committee legisla- 
tion and anti-lynching and pol! tax 
bills as measures of “political ex-

“He that is among you without sin, 
let him cast the first stone.” 

Dr. Holley is one Negro leader 
who believes the late Gov. Eugene 
Talmadge was one of the best 
friends of his race, and says of 
his first meeting with Talmadge. 
that the Governor “was the first 
white man I ever saw who would 
sit or stand long enough to hear 
what a Negro had to say.” 

In his concluding chapter, Dr. 
Holley says that if the nation 
wants swifter results in racial 
equality, “Washington might wise- 
ly step in financially and speed up) 
the efforts of the Southern States 
to help us 

“Our real and great need now) 
is immediate and generous and’ 
understanding help to raise our- 
selves.

The appearance of this am- 
bitious project can well be 
hailed ag a publishing event of 
major importance as well as a 
literary triumph which makes 
available for the first time a 
complete and comprehensive 
compendium, beginning with the 
earliest known fragments touch- 
ing on the New World and end- 
ing with the contemporary writ- 
ings of our time. 

Some 1,100,000 words make 
up this history, which was six 
years in preparation and com- 
posed of the works of 55 con- 
tributors, prominent figures in 
literary and cultural circles. 

Particularly interesting to 
Southerners is the chapter in 
Volume I entitled, “Minority Re- 
port; The Tradition of the Old 
South.” Here it is brought out 
that the South lagged in litera- 
ture, mainly due to the absence 
of cities that might have func- 
tioned as literary centers in the 
period before the War Between 
the States. 

The slaves, of course, did not 
read and the illiteracy rate 
among the poorer classes was 
high... “The remaining poten- 
tial audience, an often highly 
cultivated, aristocratic minority, 
had archaic tastes and was in- 
clined to give the English clas- 
sics preference over fumbling, 
uncertain writers.” 

In the period 1830-1860, 
Southern writers seemed to be 
hampered by the compulsion to 
write with a rigidly prescribed 
social goal in mind—the defense 
of slavery. When Harriett 
“Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” appeared in 1852 the die 
was cast. The South’s contem- 
porary literati couldn’t muster 
a defense and Dixie lost the lit- 
erary battle before actual -hos- 
tilities began. 

After the War, Henry W. 
Grady, editor of The Constitu- 
tion and leader of the New 
South group, spearheaded the 
movement that took over the 
doctrines of Northern capitalism 
and energetically set about in- 
dustrializing the South. It was 
then that Southern literature be- 
gan to perk up. 

It remained for Joel Chandler 
Harris, another editor of The 
Constitution, to give the world 
a true composite picture of the 
Negro. It was Irwin Russell, 
who once remarked that “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” gave no more true 
idea of Negro life and character 
than the Nautical Almanac, Rus- 
sell died in 1879 at the age of 
26 and Harris stated that 
(Russell) was among the first of 
the Southern writers to appreci- 
ate the literary possibilities of 
the Negro character, “‘which he 
represented with great accu- 
racy.” Harris, of course, knew 
no peer when it came to paint- 
ing word pictures of the Negro, 
his language and his traits and 
his “Uncle Remus” stories and 
other writings are safely en- 
sconced as classics in American 
literature.

_ certainly deserve, it is not true 
of others, emphatically not true 
of Voltaire,

For the man who could ask 
200 years ago: “What state hag 
been ruined by a book?” could 
pose the same question today in 
Boston, New York or Philadel-

_ NEW YORK—(NANA)—Joseph Kalker, Director of a European 
import-export firm, is on his way home to Amsterdam on business 
and, incidentally, to pick up whatever cigar bands he can. He’s the 
European representative of the International Cigar Band Society, a 


—a band of cigar-band collectors. 

| The society, organized in 1934 
by 22 collectors, now has more 
'than 10 times that many members 
in the United States alone, includ- 
ing many non-smokers of both 
sexes. Kalker is not a collector 
himself, but since he read in a 


Dutch newspaper a few years ago 
about a Milwaukee man’s coilec- 
tion, he has picked up nearly 30,- 
000 cigar bands abroad to give to 
collectors here. He brought 6,000 
'from Holland, Belgium and Swit- 
‘zerland on his latest trip. |

“The most colorful cigar bands| 
in Europe come from Holland and 
Belgium,” Kalker said here before 
‘sailing for Europe. “They have 
bands in eight or 10 colors—com- 
pared, for example, with two or 
three in France—and Belgium also 
has a great variety of sizes.” | 


Bands range from less than a 
quarter of an inch to an inch and) 
a half in width, he said, and are! 
‘issued not only as commercial 
‘trade marks, but to commemorate

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A Southern Approach to ‘Civil Rights’ 


Southerners are planning to introduce 
in Congress this week their own version 
of a civil rights program. 

It is being introduced by men of good 
will and good intent. The plan is to get 
it before the Congress ahead of any Ad- 
ministration bills. 

We urge thoughtful Southerners to 
have a look at it. In brief it would do 
these three things: 

1. It would provide for a constitutional 
amendment to abolish the poll tax. Since 
41 States, including Georgia, have already 
abolished it and others are preparing to 
do so, there is no doubt but that the poll 
tax will go and that it would do so with- 
out any Federal coercion. Since even the 
most ardent supporters of poll tax ban- 
ning agree there is grave doubt as to con- 
stitutional authority to do so, an amend- 
ment would seem the most sensible plan. 

2. Lynching would come under Fed- 
eral statute. This newspaper has always 


opposed Federal coercion, and still does. 


But, there can no longer be any doubt but 
that failure of local peace officers to en- 
force laws against such violence properly 
has created so much national anger and 
opinion that it is not longer possible to 
avoid some such measure. We are then, 
from the practical viewpoint, up against 
the problem of what sort of legislation 
we will get—not whether we will have it. 


The honest Southerner must admit 
that local law enforcement agencies, be- 
cause of the peculiarities of our political 
methods, frequently are powerless to pro- 


ceed against a prominent family or one 
politically powerful when such is involved 
in a lynching case. This is wrong, but it is 
a fact. The Southerners propose to remove 
a lynching case from the county where 
it occurs and try it in a county where the 
local passions and political blocs would 
not apply. : 

3. The Southerners plan to introduce 
legislation which would establish in the 
Department of Labor, a board which 
would have the power to investigate, con- 
ciliate, arbitrate and recommend in cases 
involving discrimination in employment. 
This avoids the Federal police feature and 
it bypasses the unconstitutional proposal 
that a man may be told he must hire 
someone whether that person is accept- 
able or not. It was exactly this system 
which worked so well during the recent 
World War in cases involving thousands 
of workers from minority groups. There 
is no reason to think it will not work even 
better now when the national conscience 
is so much more aware of the evils and 
wrongs of discrimination. .A_ standing 
army could not enforce the provisions of 
the FEPC as proposed by the more radical 
makers of civil rights legislation. | 

We recommend this plan to thoughtful 
youtherners as reasonable and as being 
possible of enforcement and productive 
of excellent results. At least it is a starter 
and it is a positive action. We will be 
offering something that we are “for,” and 
not appearing as merely “against” some- 
thing, a role which has brought the South 
much of its present trouble. 


An Inequity in Our Tax Laws 


Georgia’s legislature will begin hear- 
ings this week on a measure which really 
cannot be defended. It is the matter of 
taxing accounts receivable. Only the cities 
of size are interested. And while they may 
suffer some temporary loss of revenue, 
removal of the inequity will attract enough 
new business in time to turn the tempo- 
rary loss into a long-range and increasing 
profit. | 

The unfairness of it is this—and it is 
an inequity which we believe will be read- 
ily seen by every person willing to look: 
Accounts receivable, held by wholesaling, 
manufacturing and retailing firms, are sub- 
ject to ad valorem taxes. A high rate of 
taxation is levied against what is thus 
owed a business firm. In some cities and 
counties it is as high as $45 per $1,000, in 
others as low as $28 per $1,000. 

But, Georgia’s tax on money is only 10 
cents per $1,000. 

Thus, if a business were to receive from 
all its customers on or before December 
31 full payment on amounts owed, that 
business would have to pay a.tax of 10 
cents per $1,000. But, on accounts receiva- 
ble outstanding on December 31 the busi-

ness must pay perhaps $28 or $45 per 
$1,000. Actually, some of these accounts 
always turn out to be bad and yet taxes 
must be paid on what is never collected. 

At the same time, notes secured by real 
estate, which are of much more value than 
unsecured accounts, are taxed at a rate of 
only $3 per thousand. 

Thus, the state is in the unreasonable 
position of taxing semi-frozen working 
capital at the highest rates levied. 

It is an indefensible situation. 

That it already has driven prospective 
businesses out of the state is a known fact. 
Every Chamber of Commerce in every city 
knows the story. Augusta, for example, 
lost a $50,000,000 business because of the 
tax situation. Macon, Savannah, Atlanta 
and smaller cities suffer because of this 
unfair situation. 

Admittedly, there would be a tempo- 
rary loss. But, we cannot in honesty de- 
fend a harmful and unjust situation be- 
cause of such a loss, especially when re-

Quick and 
Easy Marriages 


A few months ago a selffstyled “preacher” 
who wandered about rural regions in Tennes- 
see “preaching” and taking up collections, was 

arrested on a warrant sworn out by the parents of a girl. 

The man was 53 years old. The girl was 15. 
The two had been married in Georgia, just across the line 

from Tennessee. . 

The girl, really a child, was of the type referred in rural sec- 
tions as “not quite bright.” She was a case of arrested mentality. 
The man, of course, was a type of sexual degenerate with a record 
of enticing women by his preaching and persuasion. 

A Georgia “squire” had married the two without question. It 
was not an exceptional case. P 


Sorrow During the war the number of easy and unquestioned, 
) and often illegal “Georgia marriages,” was stepped up. 
This newspaper alone received a half dozen letters from 
broéken-hearted parents in other States asking if such marriages 
“vere legal. Their sons had been married in Georgia just across 
from Tennessee under the most questionable circumstances. 
The FBI has on its files the records of hundreds of women who 
made a practice of hanging about:cities where large numbers of 
soldiers were given leave, for the purpose of marrying and getting 
allotment checks. Frequently these women married several men, 
some as many-as five. By using different names they were able 
to get many checks. The Federal agencies caught only a few of 


these. 

Eire Even more numerous were the women who wanted to 
marry at least one soldier to assure herself of an allot- 

ment and an insurance policy. These women, once the soldier had 

been shipped on to war or another camp, carried on their easy 

prostitution where they pleased. 

Georgia “squires” married literally thousands of such during 
the war years. 

Many a young soldier, away from home the first time, enamored 
of a girl, was persuaded, or by other means, led into one of these 
marriages. Often the girl scared boys into such marriages by 
claiming to be pregnant by him. 

All such could not marry in Tennessee. 

But, they could cross to Georgia and be married in a matter 


of minutes. 
. This wicked and monstrous situation continues. 
Peace Time The evils of it are repeated almost every week. 


The wartime flood of dollars is gone. But the revenue from easy 


, and unquestioned marriages remains considerable. 


It is this greed which provides the chief opposition to the 
premarital examination law now about to be presented to the 
Georgia Legislature. . 

That law is a very simple and reasonable one. 

It provides that no diseased man may marry your daughter 
and be able to conceal the fact of his disease because greedy 
squires want to get the fee. In the same manner it puts up a bar 
to some prostitute or promiscuous woman with a disease getting 
herself married to some youngster temporarily infatuated with her. 


sas The opponents of the bill never, of course, argue

They try to be humorous about young folks getting married, 
saying nothing can stop them. They try to picture the situation as 
one involving fine young boys and girls wanting to be married. 
They ignore the fact that fine young boys and girls rarely show 
up in a half drunk condition at a Georgia squire’s office adver- 
tising quick marriages. And less rarely do they appear at dawn 
asking to be joined in holy wedlock. 

Sometimes the opponents of the bill lift pious hands and say how 
awful it is to require a pure young woman to submit to a medical 
examination. 

They ignore the fact that this pure young woman may go 
through life herself wrecked by disease; that any children born 
to her may come into the world mentally afflicted or crippled 
because she was not protected against a diseased man who pre- 
sented himself to her as healthy. This law applies to all persons 
getting married. 

The truth is the backbone of the opposition is greed. It comes 
from those who want to keep on making money from quick and 
easy marriages. | 

Practically every State in the Union has such a law.

The bee bill is no laughing matfer with Rep. Iris Blitch. Every time a resolution is introduced 


to do something about the troubles of the Georgia beekeepers, the General Assembly begins laughing— | 


funny speeches are made—and people start speculating on the possibiilty of placing screen wire 
between Georgia and Florida to prevent the bees from crossing the State lines. That’s because legis- 
lators don’t fully understand that a crisis exists in a major agricultural enterprise, Mrs. Blitch says. 


What really is a matter of food needs has been 
labeled by Floridans as a health measure, Mrs. 
Blitch says. The Florida Legislature placed an 
embargo on out-of-State bees because, it said, it 
feared the spread of diseases among the good 


Florida bees. Mrs. Blitch contends, however, that. 


Florida didn’t want Michigan bees coming down 
there to eat up all the orange blossom pollen. 
This embargo not only stopped beekeepers 
from Northern States from grazing their bees on 
the Florida orange blossoms. It halted South 
Georgia beekeepers from taking their bee colo- 
nies across the border into the partridge pea area. 
Floridans, Mrs. Blitch reports, have no objections 
to Georgia bees using their partridge peas; but, 
nevertheless, the ban halts one and all. 


A few days ago, C. H. Herndon, President 
of the Georgia Beekeepers Association, made 
a test case in Florida courts of the Florida 
law—and won. The embargo has been de- 
clared null and void, But, a move is under- 
way in the Florida ‘Legislature to re-establish 
an embargo legally.

In Sweet Gum Valley 


A New York radio announcer, in recently 

acknowledging a letter from our own Decatur, 

| Ga., identified our city as “a suburb of Mans- 
field.” Where he confused the name “Mansfield” with what he un-

However, as a proud Decaturite, naturally I resent any labeling 


| or DeKalb County’s capital city as “suburb” of anywhere. We may 


have suburbs of Decatur, my dear sir, but Decatur was here, you 
know, even before Atlanta. Atlanta, in fact, is merely an overgrown 
uburb of ours. 
: It is of my own locale I would speak today, though. We live in 
a house that faces what used to be one of the most pleasant vistas in 
all the area, a gentle vale called “Sweet Gum Valley.”

We are hearing the Indonesian side of the | 
most part, as brutal overlords, seeking by 


force of arms to crush the Indonesians again into servitude. 


That is not entirely true. 

Long before the war Holland had begun, 
slowly, to train young Indonesians in colleges in 
The Netherlands, with the end in view that some 
day the Government of the Indies should be 
turned over to the Indonesians themselves. Only 
in that way, the Dutch knew, could they hope to 
survive in the East, where great tides of national- 
ism had begun to rise. Unfortunately, the Jap 
invasion interrupted this slow progress toward 
self-government before it could begin to flower. 
The Dutch were driven from the land. The Japs 
came in to preach their powerful doctrine of 
Asia for the Asiatics, and Indonesia for the Indo- 
nesians, under the benevolent supervision of 
Nippon. It was heady wine to feed a brilliant, 
childlike, basically unstable people, and it had a 
lasting effect. 

The Dutch came back to find the young, 
half-educated Indonesians in power. To these, 
the leaders of the Republic, they offered al- 
most immediately, the millenium toward 
which they had slowly begun to move before 
the war. They promised the Republic of Indo- 
nesia the status of an equal partner, with 
Holiand, in a world-wide Dutch Empire. 


The Indonesians said: “That’s fine. Move your 
troops out and let us run the country.” Anybody 
who was in Indonesia in the years just after the 
war. knows how foolish the Dutch would have 
been to accede to this request. The brilliant and 
magnetic young Indonesians of the Republic 
could sway the populace with their oratory, but 
they could not control the bandits, in their own 
ranks, and they could not rule without Dutch 
help. 

The Dutch refused to take away their armies, 
for to have done so would have signed the death 
warrant of every Dutchman in the land. They 
would keep them there to insure peace, they said, 
and they would stand beside the Indonesians, 
as advisors, as they ruled. 


But this did not satisfy the Republican lead- 
ers. The presence of Dutch troops was an affront 
to them. The presence of Dutchmen in adminis- 
trative posts, even in secondary positions, seemed 
to insult them, They did not believe the Dutch 
when the Queen of The Netherlands outlined 
Holland’s plan for turning over the country to 
native rule after a brief period of transition. 

This impasse lasted a long time, while Ameri- 
can mediators tried to work out a solution. The 
Indonesians, unstable as brilliant children, 
thwarted every move toward co-operation. Fi- 
nally, exasperated to the point that they were 
willing to risk the denunciation of the world, 
the Dutch troops moved, taking again full con- 
trol of the land. 

The way I see it, they had to. The Indonesians 
are not one people but many, torn by old tribal 
hatreds and distrusts that go far back into an-
